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Water Commissioners 
have problems 


Among the problems facing the 
Wilmington Water Commissioners 
with reference to the $7 million sewer 
project through Wilmington is one 
concerning the borrowing of money 
for Betterments. Wilmington several 
years ago voted for a charge of 4% for 
betterments - that part of the sewer 
system which is on the public streets, 
passing in front of homes. 

By the beginning of 1977 the rates 
had changed and the water com- 
missioners felt that changes were 
necessary in the state legislation 
affecting Wilmington. 

An article was prepared for the an- 
nual town meeting, and was voted. It 
petioned the legislature to make the 
necessary changes. 

There are at least two ways to draw 
such a petition to the attention of the: 
legislature. One is through the local 
rep of senator, and the other is to use 
the Town Counsel. Most towns use the 
office of the local legislator. 

When the commissioners got around 
to it, it was to have Rep. Fred Cain in 
what proved to be his last illness. The 
State Senator - well, everybody knows 
how he resigned. 

It seemed to be two strikes against 
the-water commissioners, But a vote 
was coming up. There would be anew 
state senator soon. 

That was the picture last Thursday. 
For three months Wilmington had had 
no representation in the State House. 
A new senator had been elected. It 
was time to write a letter. 

But that letter did not get written. 
The new senator had failed to qualiffy 
- to take the oath of office. Instead, it 
was a vacation trip to Canada, or so 
the story goes. 

Strike Three. Will there be a chance to 
file after July 4, and will the legisla- 
tion get voted? 


Sewer Bids 
The water commissioners have 


received bids for the first two parts of 
the sewer. There is a total of seven 


parts. 

The first section is from Eames 
Street, along the railroad, to 
Floradale Ave. The second section 
continues to near Baker Street, behind 
Rocco's. 

Masoncraft, of Newtonville, is the 
apparent low bidder for the first por- 
tion, with a bid of $1,108,365 to 
Floradale Ave. In apparent second 
place is Gioioso of Hyde Park, and in 
third is Wes Construction of Dedham. 

Contract No. 2, which ends near 
Baker Street has the Pacella company 
of Plainville as the apparent low 
bidder, at $1,023,406. The next two 
firms are Modern Construction of 
Cambridge and Wes Construction of 
Dedham. There were six firms bid- 
ding. 

All bids are now being studied by 
the water commissioners and the En- 
vironmental Health (EPA). Awards 
will be made in about a month. 


Cook Hill 

Cook Hill, the ancient volcano in 
South Wilmington was the place 
where an article in the Town Meeting 
last spring attempted to by-pass the 
normal methods of getting water to 
the homes of residents. The attempt 
failed for lack of votes. 

Since then the Water Com- 
missioners have felt that they should 
ivestigate the water supply story for 
Cook Hill. They have written to the 
selectmen, saying that they planned 
to do so. 

Last Thursday the Commissioners 
were informed that the four families 
on Cook Hill would not allow water 
department personnel on their proper- 
ty, to inspect their wells. 

That picture has now changed, 
however. One family has written to 
say that its well may be inspected. 


Compugraphic variances 
granted 


The Wilmington Board of Appeals 
has granted variances to the Com- 
pugraphic Corporation of 80 Industrial 
Way, thus clearing the way to the con- 
struction of a $3 million addition to 
their plant. The variances were 
granted.on June 15. 

The property involved was formerly 
the Raymond Sheehan farm, off West 
Street. It is about 9% acres in area. 

There were difficulties because of 
the new Massachusetts State Building 
Code, particularly with fire laneeplan- 
ning. The state building code requires 
fifty feet. As planned there would be 
more than fifty feet for the fire lanes, 
except in two places where the width 
would be forty-five feet, nine inches. 

The planned building was to have 
two stories for office space, taking up 
62,380 feet, and a one story portion of 
the same building, for manufacturing, 
taking up 43,232 feet. A key to the 


Compugraphic planning is the use of 
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32 foot square bays, in their manufac- 
turing places, all their manufacturing 
is based on a modular $2 foot square 
bay, 

If Compugraphic had to comply 
with the fifty foot fire lane, and at the 
same time plan to build with its 
thirty-two foot bays there would have 
to be a considerable change, which 
would affect future planning. 

The appeal board voted unanimous- 
ly that there were practical dif- 
ficulties involved if Compugraphic 
were to be required to carry out the 
provisions of the state building code, 
and that the two points at which the 
fire lane width would be forty-five 
feet nine inches would be sufficient. 
To require Compugraphic to conform 
to the fifty foot requirement, the 
Appeal Board felt, would be a 
manifest injustice, based upon the 
shape of the lot on which construction 
is planned.

No new homes 
The Garden of E 


There will be no new homes in The 
Garden of Eden, the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals has decided - at 
least no new homes for a while. That 
board handed down a decision on June 
22nd denying to Joseph Langone of 
Marjorie Road the right to build nine 
homes on what was formerly the 
William Kincaid farm, off, Mill Road, 
Wilmington. 

Mill Pond is the oldest road in 
Wilmington, and just about the 
roughest. The Woburn records, back 
in 1665, record the road going over 
Wood Hill to the home of Will Butter. 
Will Butter lived at the corner of Mill 
Road and what is now Chestnut Street 
and was possibly the first settler in 
what is now Wilmington. His descen- 
dants developed the Baldwin Apple, 
and were well known farmers. When 
the hop era came to Wilmington there 
were many farmers descended from 
Will Butter who were growing hops. 
Stone walls in the area are mute, but 
telling witnesses to the extent of thes 
farming that once took place. 

William Kincaid bought a large part 
of the area about 100 years ago. His 
land was adjoining that of Noah 
Clapp, who ran a mill up where the 
brook cuts through Wood Hill. A pic- 
ture of the farmhouse owned by Kin- 
caid is in the Harnden Tavern, when it 
was a Butters farmhouse - built in 
1743 or thereabouts. The name Mill 
Road, of course, comes from the fact 
that it lead to Clapp’s Mill 

Kincaid was the bookkeeper at the 
tannery which later became 
Harriman’s Tannery in North 
Wilmington. Among his children was 
one, Nina, who later became the wife 
of Herbert Barrows - the man for 
whom the auditorium in Wilmington 
High School is named 

It was Bill Kincaid who used the
